The Shanghai Mercury of the 7th inst.

the discovery that some forged Hongkung 
and Shanghai Rank notes are in cirsulation 
hus cansed some little flutter in’ native 
circles, The rush on tho part of the Chi- 


nese to get their money converted into 
silver, which set in yesterday, continued 
to-day, though in a somewhat milder form.
